Bang’s disease of cattle is trans. 
missible to humans in who it causes 
Undulant Fever. Several cases of 
Undulant Fever occur in Alberta 
every year. 

To understand clearly how the, 
disease is spread from a Bang’s- 
infected cow to a person, one should, 
remember that the infection in the 
cow is concentrated in the udder’! 
and the uterus. Because the Bang’s| 
disease bacteria (called Brucella; 
Abortus) are in the udder, they are; 
shed in the milk and people drink: | 
ing such milk in the raw state may 
develop the disease, The best pre- 
vention is to only use milk on the 
farm from Bang’s-free cows. A| 
blood test is the most accurate} 
method to diagnose the disease, 
Have your veterinarian blood test 
your milk cows. A good time to 
have this done is when he is on the 
farm to vaccinate your calves this 
fall. Let him know in advance, 
though, so he will have the neces. 
sary equipment with him. 

The final solution to the Undulant 
Fever problem is to eliminate 
Bang's disease from the cattle pop- 
ulation of Alberta. A great many 
Bang's-infected herds have been! 
made practically free of the disease 
in the past few years through a 
program of yearly calfhood vaccina- 
tion coupled with good herd man- 
agement. As the vaccinated calves 
mature, infected animals are sold 
for slaughter and thus in a few 
years the disease can be eventually 
eliminated. Those with Bang's-free | 
herds now should also get their 
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VOTE “YES” ON NOVEMBER Ist 


On Saturday, November Ist, a second vote will be 
taken on the hospital by-law, details of which have 
been published in the columns of this newspaper dur- 
ing the past two weeks. A folder is being prepared by 
the Hospital Board explaining more fully the aims, 
objects and advantages of the proposed addition, and 
will be mailed within the next few days. 

Since the first vote was taken in July we have 
heard many arguments, pro and con, on this very im- 
portant issue. The general opinion, as we see it, is that 
the number of ratepayers turning out to vote on the 
by-law in July was not sufficient to give a true picture 
of the district's desires. At that time the official total 
was 302 in favor, 182 against and nine ballots spoiled 
or rejected. This count was approvimately 28 short 
of the required two-thirds majority. It must be remem- 
bered that bad weather, muddy roads and vacation 
time contributed greatly to the small number exercis- 
ing their franchise on the first vote. It is also pointed 
out that a ratepayer entitled to vote may cast his ballot 
at any poll in the hospital district. 

The Hospital Board and this newspaper have done 
their utmost to give you all available information, and| | 
any questions which may yet arise in the minds of any 
ratepayers should be directed to members of the board 
or the secretary. 

We will ask you again as we did earlier in the 
year to vote “yes” for more adequate hospitalization 
in this district. The need, to us, seems quite apparent. 
The cost in dollars looms as a large sum, but do dollars 
mean that much when illness or accident strikes a 
loved one.

RAINFALL ABOUT AVERAGE 
IN DISTRICT THIS YEAR 


Total rainfall for the current 
year as recorded to date by the 
meteorological station at the Olds 
School of Agriculture has been 
close to average. This average 
would apply without much varia- 
tion to our immediate area, 

Up to September 30 a total of 
14.16 inches of moisture had fallen, 
This compares with 22.96 inches for 
the same period in 1951 and 10.95 
inches in 1950, 

Records Which have been kept for 
38 years show the average annual 
rainfall has been 17.8 inches. 
Average for the last 10 years is 
17.22 inches. 

This year the district enjoyeal 
an exceptionally long frost-free 
period, the approximate length of 
the period being 150 days, about 30 
to 35 days more than average. 

September 25th was the hottest 
day of the year with a_ recorded 
temperature of 89 degrees, and was 
the hottest day since Sept. 3, 1950, 
when the temperature rose to 90,
